Mecea for Engineers 
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ISPATCHES from Washington to Detroit the other day 

were to the effect that John N. Willys, chairman of the 
board of Willys-Overland, Inc., while in Washington had 
told President Hoover that he had revised his estimate of 
automobile production in the country from 4,000,000 to 
4,500,000 because “the country has completely recovered 
from the so-called panic and is placing unexpected orders 
for automobiles.” 

We immediately started around to some of the 
plants in Detroit to find out just what the automobile 
makers in this city thought about it. None of the 
executives wanted to be quoted, but we discovered they 
were sticking approximately to the 4,000,000 figure, but 
greatly hoping it would be exceeded. 

They said they were well aware that conditions were 
improving from week to week, but they did not care to make 
any estimate of probable production during the year. The 
four million figure had been set, and they were going to stick 
by it until production clearly indicated that a greater figure 
was in sight. 

Highly as we regard Mr. Willys, we must disagree with 
him on his figures, although we would not say that the 
4,500,000 figure may not be reached. Anything may happen 
the latter part of the year. In regard to this the majority of 
the motor car manufacturers are not making any predictions 
beyond the first six months this year. Of course, any cur- 
tailed production means that automobiles will cost them 
more to manufacture. P 

Figures for January production show that the in-, 
dustry is doing very well, and students of the industry 
expect it to go ahead at a fairly normal rate. Hew- 
ever, they are not attempting to break any records and 
are making just the units ordered by the dealers.

FALL 700 SHORT 
OF JANUARY, 1929 


See February increase: 
Used Car Sales 
Top Last Year 


CLEVEL AND, Feb. 10.—New car 
registrations in Cuyahoga 
county for the month of January 
numbered 7,034, compared to 2,713 
in January of 1929, and 1,946 in 

December of 1929. 

The annual automobile show here, 
which is expected to boost sales re- 
ports, came too late in the month 
to have any effect on the January 
totals. 

Used car sales in January with 
a total of 10.748 far exceeded the 
January. 1929, figures of 9,607, but 
fell considerably below the Decem- 
ber total of 13,117. 

Truck and commercial car regis- 
trations also fell below the mark 
for January of 1929, and also for 
December of 1929. The figures 
were January, 1930, 289; January, 
1929, 305: December, 1929, 424 

Herbert Buckman, secrefary of 
the Cleveland Automobile Manu- 
facturers and Dealers’ Association 
and also manager of the Cleveland 
Automobile Show, predicts that 
February figures will soar high 
above those for January as a direct 
result of the show. 

Interest in the many new models 
was intense this year. The most

Suggestions have been heard that 
the dealers unite in forming a jvnk- 
ing concern of their own. Through 
it, backers of the proposal point out, 
the dealers. accepting necessary 
sacrifices. could be assured that 
ears consigned to the junk heap 
weuld remain there and would not 
return to the highways, and mere 
important to dealers, to the markets 
for manipulation in trade-in deals. 

A strict policy of junking useless 
cars would create a better market 
for the used automobiles that now 
are being offered with real value 
at extremely low prices. 

Sterage garages and parking yards 
here are overflowing with used cars, 
many of which have been on hand 
throughout the winter. ‘ ‘ 

Money tied up in them is losing 
interest, and as each month passes, 
the cars depreciate in money value, 
despite their actual values as ve- 
hicles.

SWAGED SPOKES 
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January Production 


OW that production figures for January, 1930, 
available from both the National Automobile Chamber 

of Commerce members and from the Ford organization, it 
is possible to make some very interesting comparisons. 

Total production for this January, was nearly 300,000 
vehicle units in round numbers. Last year the total was 
422.000 units for the first month. The reduction in output 
amounted to somewhat over 25 per cent. 

Last January the companies which are members of the 
National Automobile Chamber of Commerce turned out 
267,000 vehicle units. This year their production totaled 
200,000 cars and trucks. In January, 1929, the Ford Motor 
Company built 132,000 vehicle units and in the same month 
of 1930 the total production was 98,000. 
reduction in output amounted to something over 25 per cent. 

Of the total output in January of this year the Ford 
company accounted for about 33 per cent. and the N. A. C. C. 
members were responsible for the remaining 66 per cent. 
odd. This year the relative proportions of output are main- 
tained practically unchanged. 

If total production for 1930, as many close students 
of the industry hold, is kept to about 4,500,000 vehicle 
units and the January output rate is maintained, the Ford 
Motor Company would build 1,500,000 vehicles and the 
N. A. C. C. members about 3,000,000. It-will be inter- 
esting to see, as the market develops, how closely Ford 
and the N. A. C. C. members hold to the proportion of 
total production that has been maintained for more than 
a year.

Chinese Puzzles 


UTOMOTIVE nomenclature is a rather difficult matter 

at best. Some of the terms which we use for.parts, 

units and features of design are not very descriptive. In 

England they use a nomenclature that differs largely from 

our own. We understand that technical French is almost a 

language in itself, puzzling even the expert in ordinary con- 
versational French. 

However, all our little idiosyncrasies of language pale 
into insignificance when the automotive man reaches the 
Orient. In the Chinese market, the General Motors export 
staff have had to work out a system of descriptives for the 
various lines of cars which are amusing to our occidental 
minds. 

In China all goods are given what is known as “chops.” 
These are descriptive names supposed to give the hearer 
an idea of the character of the product. The export men 
were forced to choose carefully because a chop once estab- 
lished stays with the product for good or ill throughout its 
existence. 

The General Motors’ men gave to the Buick the chop 
“pi-ku,”’ which means literally “other especially can do,” but 
may be figuratively translated “exceptional performance.” 
Oakland received a chop that can only be translated as 
“beautiful can do orchid.” Pontiac drew “pagoda can do” 
and Chevrolet, which on the Chinese tongue becomes 
“‘Cheevoret,” refers delicately to a “snow buddha orchid.” 


Cadillac, and just the eight-cylinder variety at that, becomes | 
“a car for the wealthy, with great beauty, power and per-| 


formance.” Presumably, however, the wealthy in China, 
even those who have not great beauty, power and perform- 
ance, are permitted to buy Cadillacs. What chop they will 
find for the sixteen-cylinder model, if that ever reaches 
China, the mind of man hesitates to contemplate. 


In Melbourne, Australia, a motorist is permitted to park 
his car anywhere on any street upon payment of one shilling 
for a parking ticket. This ticket is good for one-day, a 
policeman collecting it from the parker. Unhappily, we 
doubt that this plan would work at all in any of our larger 
cities. We shall have to go deeper than that to cure the 
parking problem.

Lycoming Adds Air-Cooled | 
Radial Aviation Engine 


Smoothness and quietness of | 
operation of the new Lycoming nine- 
cylinder radial aircratt engine is of | 
particular interest and importance. | 
Horsepower rating by the Depart- | 
ment of Commerce is 210, although | 
the engine develops considerably | 
more. This engine is the first con- | 
tribution to the air-cooled radial 
engine field by the Lycoming Motor | 
Corporation, Williamsport, Pa. 

Every factor of the engine has | 
been designed for reliability, and | 
although the weight is as light as/ 
average (2.24 pounds per horse 
power at 210), the structural 
Strength has at no point been re- 
duced to achieve this lightness 

In its design reliability has been 
given first consideration. Oil pipes 
have been dispensed with, both the 
pressure and return oiling systems 
operating either through cored or 
drilled holes in the castings. Thus 
a frequent cause of engine trouble 
through pipe fracture has been 
eliminated In keeping with this 
policy of building a wholly reliable 
engine in order to secure proper 
fuel mixture distribution, a rotary 
induction system is used. It is felt 
that the elimination of delicate 
gear trains and extreme high speed 
rotary parts was desirable for this 
type engine. and an engine speed 
impeller of rather large diameter | 
has been employed 

Much of the smoothness and/ 
quietness of the R-680 has been 
attained through the use of a quiet- 
ing curve on the cam ring and 
through the employment of the 
rotary induction system for the 
even distribution of fuel to all cylin- 
ders. Through this system the free 
flow area throughout the induction 
system has been kept constant, thus 
resulting in excellent acceleration 
qualities at all speeds 

Considerable attention has been 
given to the design and cooling of 
the exhaust valve. Ample fin area 
has been supplied to carry off heat 
and after very careful and exten- 
sive tests a hollow stemmed valve, 
‘filled with metallic sodium, was 
adopted 

The design of the cylinder fol- 
lows conventional lines for air- 
cooled engines. The cast aluminum 
alloy cylinder head with rocker 
arm supports cast integral, is 
screwed and shrunk on a machined 
carbon steel barrel. A copper gasket 
is used between the head and barr 
to prevent any leakage. Bore is 
4% and stroke 4's with a piston 
displacement of 680.4 cubic inches 

The hollow stemmed exhaust 
valves are cooled with metallic 
sodium and have tulip shaped heads 
made of chrome tungsten steel. In- 
take valves, also of tungsten steel 
have a solid stem with practically 
flat heads. The valves are spread 
30 degrees from the center line of 
the cylinder and face the air stream 
to procure adequate cooling of the 
valve seats. Vaive seats are made 
of aluminum bronze shrunk into 
the cast aluminum alloy head.

Cams, cam drive gears, 
lowers, etc., are located in 
ward part of the crankcase.

OFFERS JOBBERS | 
DIVERSIFIED AID 


Saves Time and Cash 
On Replacement 
Parts Orders 


By K. H. LANSING 
OBBERS of automotive re- 
placement parts in increasing 
numbers are buying these stocks 
from large warehouse organiza- 
tions, instead of placing all their 
orders, or most of them, directly 
with the manufacturers. When 
making their first contacts with 
parts jobbers, the warehouse con- 
cerns, which purchase their stocks 
out-and-out from many manu- 
facturers, emphasize strongly the 
main advantages of so doing, 
pointing out that these are both 
of a time and money-saving na- 
ture. 

These benefits to the jobber they 
list as follows 

A warehouse concern 
central headquarters store and 
various branches and service stores 
covering a wide territory is in a 
position to supply the jobber with 
either small or large quantities of 
merchandise within a single day. 

A jobber, for example, may obtain 
goods originating from as many as 
a dozen manufacturers in quick 
time and all at once in a single box 
shipped from the warehouse. 
whereas if he were to order this 
merchandise individually from each 
manufacturer, probably widely scat- 
tered about the country in total, 
there would be long delays in the 
arrival of these requirements and, 
obviously, greatly increased expense 

A jobber desiring only a very 
small quantity of merchandise at 
one time can easily appreciate the 
difference between quick service 
thereon from a warehouse and the 
attention such an order would, in 
the nature of things, command 
from a far-off factory. 

The small jobber can have rapid 
stock replenishment at lower cost 
than he could otherwise obtain, 
promoting the rapid turnover of his 
stock, which is his main object. 

The warehouse carrying the bulk 
of the jobber’s stock saves much ex- 
pense for the jobber in the way of 
overhead, handling and clerk hire 
He gains the good will of his cus- 
tomers through his ability to serve 
them quickly because of the accom- 
inodation offered by the warehouse. 

The small jobber, struggling with 
the direct factory order system un- 
der the handicap of restricted space, 
heavy freight charges on diversified 
orders and long distance telephone 
call charges in proportion, finds re- 
lief from this situation when dealing 
with the warehouse organization 

Any jobber. large or smailJ, who 
has been ordering somewhat heav- 
ily from many manufacturers only 
to find that some of this merchan- 
dise has moved so slowly that his 
shelves and bins are more or less 
filled with goods, a proportion of 
which is becoming obsolete. should 
be glad to let the warhouse carry 
the stock in bulk and supply him 
at once with his immediate require- 
ments in either large or small 
quantities

N admirable filing system, 

which handles the problem of 
suspense matters, as worked out 
by one credit manager, could be 
adopted by jobber or dealer who 
has situations which, acted on 
today, should have attention a 
week, or ten days, or a month 
hence. Some routine which will 
secure attention at the needed 
time, infallibly, quickly, with out- 
lay of a minimum of energy is 
desirable. This system includes 
(1) a “tickler” file, 1 to 31; (2) 
an alphabetical file, (3) a rotary 
alphabetical file, (4) a numerical 
file. 

The first two files are in a single 
drawer of a standard type letter 
file cabinet. The tickler folders are 
at the front, the alphabetical just 
behind. .

This collec- 
tion letter is written on the 5th. To 
give attention to it again, if pay- 
ment has not been made on the 
15th, a carbon is placed in the “15” 
folder of the tickler. 

Each morning the jobber or deal- 
er takes out the tickler file folder 
of the day and the alphabetical 
file correspondence which matches 
up with the various situations with 
which the tickler carbons are con- 
cerned. These are placed on the 
manager's desk. He gives them at- 
tention. Another letter is dictated. 
Again, filing is jointly in tickler 
and alphabetical files. The tickler 
folder used may be a “22d.” On 
this date, if no payment has been 
made or understanding arrived at, 
again the matter comes before the 
manager for action 

Before this date arrives, 
let us say, the customer comes in 
and pays up. The matter, the un- 
needed set of carbons being de- 
stroyed, is now placed in the per- 
manent file; a glance at tle rotary, 
visible file indicating the numbered 
folder which has been assigned to 
this customer 

Then in the coming months, if 
the credit manager decides the ac- 
count should have very early atten- 
tion, in case delinquency exists, it is 
a simple matter to place a memo- 
randum in the tickler for the 8th 
or 10th 

An alphabetical file, in combina- 
‘tion with a tickler 1-31 files, se- 
cures uniform quick accessibility. Lf 
all matter was filed in the tickler, it 
is obvious that somebody’s memory 
would have to function overtime to 
remember under what number it 
was filed, in case reference was de- 
sired to it at an unexpected time. 
As matter is filed alphabetically, it 
can always be reached quickly, 
especially since suspense matters 
will not normally make a bulky file.

PROFIT TAKING 
HALTS ADVANCE 


General Motors Hits 
45, but Fails to 
Pass That

EW YORK, Feb. 10.—The past 
week saw little change in the 
average prices of the automotive 
stocks listed on the various ex- 
changes. The list was strong early 
in the week, with a number of 
issues reaching new highs for the 
year, but profit-taking in the last 
half caused declines that just 
about matched the gains. 

As a result of this. the average 
price of the sixty representative 
stocks used in the Automotive Daily 
News compilation closed the week at 
37.15. a decline of .03 of a point from 
the preceding week. Neither of the 
four automotive groups of stocks. 
passenger cars, trucks. rubbers and 
accessories, made a net change of as 
much whole point during the 
week 

Increased production schedules by 
many manufacturers, particularly in 
the low priced field. had a good 
effect all down the line Original 
equipment orders by car makers 
placed with manufacturers of acces- 
sories. parts and tires showed a 
healthy increase 

It now is apparent that the Feb- 
ruary production will compare 
favorably with a year ago and not 
show the 30 per cent. decline that 
was shown in January from the 
level of the corresponding month 
of 1929. 

Ford is reported to have stepped 
up production about 700 cars per 
day. while Chevrolet made an in- 
crease of around 500 units in the 
daily output This increased activ- 
ity by the two largest manufactur- 
ers of cars is having a buoyant effect 
on the parts and accessory com- 
panies from which they make pur- 
chases 

Steel consumption by the 
motive industry continues 
crease gradually 

One of the most favorable esti- 
mates of 1930 production vet an- 
nounced was issued in the past 
week by John N. Willys, chairman 
of the board of the Willys-Overland 
Company, who i his earlier

revised 
estimate of 4,000,000 cars and trucks 
in 1930 to 4.500.000 to 5.000.000. Mr. 
Willys neve~ misses the actual out- 
put very far in his estimates. and 
for this reason particular attention 
is given to his prediction. Some 
newspapers erroneously stated that 
Mr. Willvs had estimated a produc- 
tion in 1939 of 500.000 more cars 
and trucks than in 1929. This error 
arose out of the fact that Mr. Wil- 
Ivs was lifting his previous estimate 
by 500.000 units 

The passenger car group 
automotive stocks, composed of 
twenty manufacturers’ in_ this 
field. closed the past week at 39.63, 
a decline of 32 of a point from 
the preceding week, after having 
set up gains for two consecutive 
weeks. General Motors sold off 
after hitting a new high at 45. 

The average price of the twenty 
accessory, parts and equipment 
companies at the close of the past 
week at 41.03, an increase of .25 
from the preceding week and a 
new high for 1950. 

The rubber stocks finished the 
week at 38.68, off 30 of a point, 
while the truck companies closed 
at 23.30. an increase of .64 of a 
point. This was a new high for 
the year. 

Manufacturers of accessories and 
parts that have a good business in 
the replacement field are feeling 
the effects of orders from distribu- 
tors who expect that the replace- 
ment business in 1930 will be larger 
than ever before. This demand is 
expected in many cases to nearly 
make up entirely the loss of orig- 
inal equipment demand. As _ the 
profit on replacement business is 
greater than that on business with 
the car anc truck manufacturers, 
many companies may be expected 
to enjov profits in 1930 equal to 
those of last year, if not greater.
